Ford, he said, should use

plant called the jalapeno. 
To the untrained eye, 
jalapenos look like ordinary 
green 
peppers. 
But 
they 
apparently 
have 
qualities 
som ew hat com parable to 
manna. 
WTien one dines at the 
Dairy Queen in Big Spring, 
T ex., 
as 
I 
did 
on 
a 
m em orable evening, one 
dines on jalapenoburgers. 
When one grazes among 
the canapes at a 
Texas 
cocktail party, one ladens 
one’s tortilla chips with 
jalapeno bean dip. 
The native diet also in­ 
cludes jalapeno corn bread, 
jalapeno relish, jalapeno 
cheese, jalapeno 
... well, 
there’s no need to recite the 
entire inventory. 
Suffice to say that I don’t 
recall eating anything in 
Texas that wasn’t made with 
jalapenos. Jalapenos are to

Texas as rice is to the 
Chinese, potatoes to the Irish 
and garlic to the French. 
The name is Spanish and is 
pronounced 
holler-pain-oh 
In the idiomatic translation, 
the word means “to holler 
‘oh!’ 
in 
intensive 
pain.” 
Which is what one does the 
first time one takes a bite of 
jalapeno. 
I asked a native how this 
allpurpose nutriment came 
to be so bountiful. He said 
there were several different 
accounts, 
including 
the 
following: 
It seems that one of the 
early Spanish explorers, 
PFC Juan Caliente, led an 
expedition across the region 
in search of the legendary 
“ Rio de Chili.” 
Somewhere in the area, 
according 
to the legend, 
there was a river in which 
chili flowed like w ater. 
Whoever found it could open 
a chain of Mexican food 
carryout restaurants and be 
fixed for life. 
Caliente, of course, was 
not aware that the “ Rio de 


Chili” was only a legend. 
Otherwise, he would 
not 
have wasted all that time 
and money looking for it. 
But at the time it certainly 
sounded as plausible as 
Ponce de Leon’s “fountain of 
youth” 
and 
C oronado’s 
seven cities of gold. (Those 
early Spanish 
explorers 
were frightfully 
gullible.) 
In any event, 
Caliente 
carried in his saddlebags 
several pecks of jalapeno 
seeds, which he intended to 
use 
in 
trading 
with 
the 
Indians. 
But as he rode along, he 
realized that other people 
would someday be passing 
that way and would be in 
need of sustenance. And so 
he scattered the seeds upon 
the ground, that they might 
take root and proliferate. 
Historians tend to doubt 
this tale. They insist the 
jalapeno was spread by bird 
droppings. But in the annals 
of Texas folklore, Juan 
C aliente w.il? alw ays be 
revered by his nickname —* 
Johnny Pepperseed.

delegates failed to agree on 
any

c o n ­ 
stitution, and the value of the 
furniture dropped. 
Now, 
say s 
House 
Administrator Rep. Jam es 
D. Cole, D-Greenville, the 
chairs will be shuffled off to 
com m ittee 
room s 
and 
perhaps to lawmakers* of­ 
fices for future use. 
But 
there are no plans to auction 
any of them . 
For 
that 
m a tte r, 
th e re 
is n ’t any 
demand 
for them 
either, 
Cole said 
Duplicates of the chairs 
ordered 
as 
souvenirs 
by 
many of the delegates have 
been rem oved from 
the 
capitol and some of them 
may make their way into the 
public market. But Cole says 
chances are remote that any 
of the official chairs will 
ever be put up for public sale 
by the state. 
“ We m ight ev entually 
auction off the tables,” he 
said. “ T h ey ’re not very 
functional tables and I don’t 
know what we’d use them 
for ” 
The small table type desks 
were made by the state 
prison system at a cost of $50 
each The chairs were built 
commercially at a cost of 
$180 each, Cole said. 
Fach chair has a gold seal 
of the state on its leather 
back but the tables bear no 


special markings that would

stitutional convention in al­ 
most a century. 
Rep 
Henry Sanchez, D- 
B row nsville, 
o rd ered

chairs early

hotly contested Senate race, 
Sen. 
Haul 
Longoria, 
D- 
Kdinburg, accused Sanchez 
of trying to sell the chairs to 
co n stitu en ts 
at 
inflated 
prices, thus dodging laws 
that would require him to 
rep o rt ca m p a ig n c o n tri­ 
butions but not profits from 
the sales. 
Sanchez said that isn’t so. 
“ The people I sold them to 
requested them before I got 
them, and I have four or five 
left 
for 
people who 
just 
haven’t called me back yet,’’ 
Sanchez said. 
He said he sold the chairs 
for the sam e price he paid 
for them. “ I haven’t made 
any money on them ,” he 


said. 
There were rumors that 
Neiman Marcus was buying 
some of Sanchez’ chairs and 
would 
advertise them 
as 
special items in a Christmas 
catalog 
But both Sanchez 
and

said 
the 
rumors were untrue. 
Sanchez said he

been in contact with the 
Dallas department store, but 
said “ I would be glad to sell 
these four or five to them.

Updated Techniques 
Match New Facility 


Despite having to work around con­ 
tractors rushing to complete final details, 
employes and visitors have nothing but 
compliments for Plano’s new Police and 
Courts Building which will be formally 
dedicated this weekend. 
City officials are urging residents to tour 
the building at 909 14th Street Sunday from 
1:30 until 3:30 p.m. and to attend 2 p.m. 
ceremonies featuring Col. Wilson E. Speir, 
director of the Texas 
Department of 
Public Safety. 
Approved by the voters in a 1971 bond 
election, the 13,500 square foot building 
and its adjacent parking facilities were 
constructed at a cost of $440,394 on a 
$93,696 site. Furnishings and equipment 
were purchased for $25,000. 
The municipal court departm ent will be 
located in the southern portion of the new 
building. Comparable in size to the city 
council chambers, the new courtroom 
contains a jury box, witness stand and 
bench. The room which seats 90-100can be 
used for other meetings as well as for court 
sessions. 
Office space is provided for the city 
judge, court clerk and office workers and a 
conference room and storage space for 
records is also included. The warrant 


officer 
is also 
located 
in 
the 
court 
departm ent. 


The 2,200 square foot police department 
is separated from the court facility by a 
massive tiled lobby furnished in orange. A 
receptionist is to be stationed in the lobby 
from 8 a.m. to midnight to assist citizens 
with police business and a dispatcher will 
be available 24 hours a day in a glassed-in 
area just off the lobby. 


The dispatcher will monitor activity in 
the building as well as in the field with the 
aid of a complex audio-visual system. With 
a lighted m ap of the city before him the 
dispatcher can locate all patrol units at a 
glance and will be able to link the cars to 
any telephone line by radio. 


The dispatcher will also monitor activity 
within the building on a closed circuit 
television system. Using five cam eras 
throughout the police departm ent-tw o in 
the jail area, one in the garage, one in a 
hall and one in the Criminal Investigation 
Division (CID) section-the dispatcher will 
be able to follow the route of a prisoner to 
his cell. 
Officers will bring in prisoners through a 
garage area electronically controlled by 
the dispatcher who can then follow the

prisoner’s progress through the booking 
procedure. 
Once 
in 
th e 
jail, 
c a m e ra s 
and 
microphones still monitor the prisoners 
and the two visiting rooms are so con­ 
structed that the prisoner never leaves the 
secured area. Shower facilities are also 
provided in the jail area. 
Office and lab space has been greatly 
increased in the new building and a 
records section has been established. The 
department plans to hire new clerks to 
assume many of the non enforcement 
duties of the patrol officers which will, in 
turn, free the officers for street work. 
A large training and briefing room is 
provided for officers and a snack area is 
located near a small kitchen facility which 
is fully equipped with refrigerator and 
range so jailers can cook for prisoners 
rather than send out for food. 
W i$ the formal opening of the new 
building, the police department will be 
gradually fmpfementing new procedures 
to increase law enforcement capabilities. 
Police personnel will be available during 
Sunday’s activities 
to 
escort 
citizens 
through the new facility and explain these 
new techniques, so officials are hoping for 
a large crowd.

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Crime Rate 
Climbs Again

WASHINGTON (U P I) - 
After a one-year respite, the 
nation’s serious crime rate 
has resumed its 17-year 
upward spiral. 
The F B I reported Thur­ 
sday that major crimes in 
the United States rose 6 per 
cent in 1973 after going down 
4 per cent in 1972.
